According to a Bfitish eyewitness 
for many weeks along the battle line 
the dead have lain as they fell. There 
are gruesome accounts of bodies held 
erect by the barbed wires afid scouts 
crawling over them at night. 

REVOLUTION IN ALBANIA. 

A violent revolution has broken out 
in Albania against Esead Pasha. 
whom Turkey established as ruler 
there when the Ottoman government 
broke into the European war. Essad 
Pasha's palace at Tirana has been pil- 
laged and burned. : 

The Italian government has landed 
sailors from thelr warships at Av- 
lona, the principal port of Albania, to 
restore order and protect Europeans 
and the peaceful inhabitants. Italian 
intervention may embroil Italy with 
her recent foe, Turkey, and holds pos- 
sibilities of far-reaching results.

Report Swuccésses at Both 
Warsaw and Cracow. 


Austrians in Great Numbers 
Try to Pass River. 


| by Artillery Fire. 


[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. 
PETROGRAD (via London) Dec. 
25.— Russian successes are reported 
officially from the battle front before 
Warsaw and from that around Cra- 
cow, but without materially changing 
the general situation in these re- 
gions. -Especially vicious attacks 
have been made by the Germans be- 
tween Pinczow, forty miles northeast 
of Cracow, and Nowemiast Korozyn, 
at the junction of the Nida and Vis- 
tula rivers. 

In this place the Austrians imitated 
the tactics of the Germans and tried 
to force a passage by sheer weight 
and numbers. They advanced re- 
peatedly in solid formation against 
the Russian front in face of a heavy 
artillery fire. The net result after 
two days’ üghting— December 22 and 
23——was the capture by the Russians 
of nearly 6000 prisoners, including 
half a hundred officers, and the reten- 
tion by the Russians of the left bank 
of the Nida, where they are strongly 
intrtnched. 

To the north the Russians are hold- 
ing their own and are inflicting severe 
punishment on the Germans. A series 
of energetic attacks at Dolimow, just 
south of Sochac Sow (thirty miles 
from Warsaw.) are reported to have 
been repulsed on the night of the 
23rd by vigorous Russian counter at- 
tacks, while forty miles further south 
at Anovolonz, a successful) German 
crossing of the Pilica River was 
turned into a German reverse by sav- 
age attacks by Siberian troops, who 
forced the invaders back again. 

The Russo-Turkish operations have 
been brought to a standstill by cli- 
matic conditions in Asia Minor. Here 
the Russian troops have spread out, 
covering all the roads and quartering 
in the villages in an. immense triangle, 
whose sides converge for seventy 
miles with the base on the Russo- 
Turkish frontier and the apex point- 
ing toward Erserum. 

Clad in every variety of garment to 
keep warm, including Turkish robes 
and the wide-flowing Kurdish coats, 
the Russians are huddling in every 
shelter hut and farm house of the Ar- 
menians and packing cow sheds, sta- 
bles and storehouses. Wherever pos- 
sible the roofs have been cut out 80 
that bonfires may be safe built 
within. The sound of battle is rarely 
heard by the main body of. troops, 
who are wintering on the way to 
Erzerum. Virtually the only activity 
is on the part of ‘the restless Cos- 
sacks, who are forever on the move, 
engaging in brushes with the oppos- 
ing cavairy.

Julian Calendar of the Russians 
Makes Them the Only Warring Na- 
tion not Observing the Day.

is celebrating Christmas, the Russian 
goes blandly about his business, still 
having thirteen days in which to do 
his Christmas shopping. This is due 
to the Julian calendar, which sets 
back Russian time nearly a fortnight 
behind the rest of Christendom. Prob- 
ably in none other of the warring na- 
tions has the war brought. such a 
marked change in the observance of 
the holiday season. Religious cere- 
monies, always the distinctive feature 
of the Russian Christmas, alone will 
be unchanged and doubtless will 
be observed with more tha 

fervor. * 

The Christmas feasting of former 
years, the animated street and cafe 
life which customarily turned the 
holiday season into a carnival last- 
ing well on toward the new year, will 
be lacking. This is Petrograd’s first 
Christmas without vodka. 

Families broken up by the fortunes 
of war are unable to reunite on the 
one occasion which usually brought 
homeward the absent members. Most 
foreigners who have _ resided for a 
long time in this country have fallen 
into the custom of observing tho Rus- 
sian holiday. Hence, for them, too, 
the Christmas season is just getting 
under way. Here and there, among 
the more recent comers who, not- 
withstanding the tardiness of the 
malle, keep in touch with their rela- 
tives in other lands, the Christmas of 
modern calendar is observed today. 

Among the few celebrations today 
was a noonday dinner given to the 
Russian wounded at the new Ameri- 
can hospital by Mrs. George T. Marye, 
Jr., wife of the American Ambassa- 
dor.

TEACH SOUTH 
HOW TO FARM. 


EXPANSION BROUGHT ABOUT BY 
EDUCATION BOARD. 


Given Instruction, so that They 


May Reap Rewards on Equal Beas 
with Inhabitants of lowa. 


{RY A. P. NIGHT WIRE] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 25.—Efforts 
made to promote education in the 
Southern States are summarized in 
the sixth installment of the report of 
the General Education Board founded 
by John D. Rockefeller, made public 
tonight. It soon became clear, ac- 
cording to the report, that adequate 
development could not take place until 
the available resources of the people 
were enlarged. 

“These conditions were not pri- 
marily due to lack of interest in pop- 
ular education,“ the report continues. 
“They were’ mainly the result of ru- 
ral poverty. While the average an- 
nual earnings of individuals engaged 
in agriculture in lowa were upward of 
$1000, the average earnings of those 
similarly engaged in some of the 
Southern States were as low as $150. 
The great bulk of the people of the 
Southern States were simply not earn- 
ing enough to provide proper homes 
and to support good schools 

The southern farmer suffered pri- 
marily ‘from lack of money, the re- 
port says. He also lacked scientific 
knowledge of farming and the board 
therefore proceeded on the theory 
that if he could be helped in this di- 
rection he would gladly support bet- 
ter schools. 

The board decided to work in con- 
junction with the government. 

MOVEMENT EXTENDED. 

“The co-operation of the General 
Education Board,” the report con- 
tinued, “brought about.an tmmediate 
and rapid expansion of the demonstra- 
tion movement in every direction: it 
conquered new territory. dealt with 
a rapidly increasing number of activi- 
ties. and touched more people. 

“In 1906, 545 farms were reached: 
a year later, 2834: in 1908 something 
over 14,000; in 1910, 63,622: in 1912, 
106,621. Twenty-five thousand adults 
were at the last named date receiving 
instructions in Texas; over 15.000 in 
Oklahoma; over 15,000 in Arkansas; 
_—_ in Alabama; 6190 in Missis- 

ppl. 

“The initial appropriation of the 
board in 1805 Was $700. The board 
appropriated $30,000 the next year. 
$76,500 two years later, $130,000 in 
1911 and $252.000 in 1913.” 

In summarizing the total cost of 
the southern work up to date the re- 
port says that the government appro- 
priated $1,922,300 and the General 
Education Board, $925.750, while 
$1,069,405 was obtained from other 


ces. 
POLICY VINDICATED. 

The board says that its policy has 
been vindicated by the fact that the 
southern people themselves in less 
than a decade were paying almost 50 
per cent. of the total annual expendi- 
ture approaching 11.200.000. 

Fortunately,“ the report concludes, 
“the value of demonstrafion has been 
so clear that the Federal government 
will now take over and extend! purely 
educational farm demonstrations: suc- 
cess has dissipated the constitutional 
scriple that for the last ten years has 
restricted. governmental activities in 
this direction to plague-infested 
States.”

IN MIDDLE WEST. 


Zero Weather Predicted for 
Eastern States, Also. 


Rapid Drop in Temperature 


Follows High Winds. 


Heavy Snow and Rains on 
Atlantic Seaboard.

CHICAGO BUREAU QF THE 
TIMES, Dec. 25.—Residents of the 
Middle West and Northwest who have 
been. predicting an “open winter” are 
very much in disfavor with all but 
those who have coal, heavy clothing 


and heat producing food to sell. The 
ice men are also pleased with condi- 
tions, for they will be able to fill their

the spotlight about a week ago and 
the cold weather has been growing 
more intense ever since. There was a 
slight respite yesterday, but it was 
merely a temporary stop while Old 
Winter spat upon his icy fingers and 
took a firmer grip on the country. 

Some idea of what is in store for 
the Middle West, and in the course of 
two days or less, for the Ohio Valley 
and the Southeast and East is indi- 
cated by temperatures in the north- 
western weather factory.

Slightly warmer temperatures pre- 
valled in the Eastern, Mountain and 
Southeastern Gulf Coast States. Heavy 
rains fell in the Southeast and snow 
and rain were reported in New York 
and Massachusetts. 

High winds prevailing in the North- 
west indicate a rapid spread of the 
new cold wave. Chicago's maximum 
today was 16 deg. above, but this fell 
to 4 deg. above at midnight, with 
prospects of zero by morning. Other 
cities around the Great Lakes were 
more fortunate, but the frigidity. will 
probably reach them a few hours la- 
ter. St. Louis with 10 deg. above is 
two degrees coder than Cincinnati to- 
night. Northern Texas is below freez- 
ing and New Orleans is 4 deg. colder 
than Los Angeles, but 32 deg. warmer 
than Spokane.

MOTHERLAND OR FATHERLAND? 


RANCHERS 
ATTENTION 


{Youth's Companion:] Centipedes 
have nowhere a good reputation; some 
of those in the tropics are terrible 
creatures indeed. The giant centipede 
of Trinidad and Venezuela is some- 
times a foot long, and can do very 
serious harm. Its foremost pair of 
feet are modified into supplementary 
jaws, which are fang-like, and may 
inflict a powerful bite; ermore, 
each has a poison gland its base, 
that sends into the wound A venom 
deadiy to small creatures, and very 
painful even to mankind. 

Moreover, the sharp claw of each 
of the forty-two feet is poisonous like- 
wise, so that when the animal crawis 
over the soft skin of the human arm 
it leaves a trail of red, inflamed spots. 
It is dangerous to knock the centi- 
pede off, for instantly the creature 
drives the claws more deeply into the 


‘flesh, and sends a greater amount of 


venom into each puncture; it may also 
take hold with its jaws. 
When the centipede seizes its prey, 
or is itself caught by an enemy, it 
coils itself round its antagonist, and 
Krips it tenaciously with all its legs. 
It is, therefore, a very unlucky obfect 
to tackle. In this connection, it is 
interesting to note that many ma- 
pods are brightly banded with biack 
and yellow, contrasting tints that show 
conspicuously against the dark soil 
of the forests where they abound. The 
giant centipede is a shining mahogany 
brown, with the legs bluish and ringed 
with yellow. 3 

A singular fact about centipedes 
(which, in spite of the name, rarely 
have 100 feet, and may have as few 
as fifteen,) is that the number of 
legs is invariably odd, and may vary 
in number even in specimens that be- 
All are 
carnivorous, The smaller kinds feed 
on worms and grubs, the larger on 
any living prey they can overcome. 
They are, therefore, of service in de- 
strofing many noxious insects. Cap- 
tive specimens are exceedingly clean- 
ly in their habits, and go through 
elaborate tolletse, brushing their legs 
one by one, and the sides of the body, 
with their jaw feet, which are fur- 
nished with a mat of hairs adapted 
to this purpose. 


Expenses of Newspapers. 

[Commerce and Finance:] News- 
paper costs are little known to the 
general public. The average person 
cannot see why there should be much 
expense in collecting information, 
putting it In type, having the matter 
printed and then distributed. 

The Boston Post, in explaining why 
it must raise its advertising rates on 
March 1, 1915, throws light on the 
two items of ink and white paper 
that probably will amaze many per- 
sons. 

It says that in the first ten months 
of 1909 the ink and paper bill of the 
Post was $485,295. For the same ten 
months of 1914 it was 31.007.118 
an increase of $521,823. Part of this 
increase is ascribable to rise in cost 
of white paper, and part to swell in 
circulation. 

A monthly ink and paper bi. of 
more than $100,000 means a daily ex- 
penditure of more than $3000.

BLIGHT OF WAR 
OVER ENGLAND 


Christmas Day is One Long 
to be Remembered. 


A Military Spirit Pervades 
the Entire Island. 


Special Dinners ‘Served to 
Poor and Refugees. 


(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AXD A. . 

LONDON, Dec. 25.—Christmas of 
1914 will long be remembered in 
Great Britain as a military Christ- 
mas. Everywhere throughout the 
island, soldiers met in khaki and in 
blue were the object of attention and 
admiration. 
There was a great decrease in the 
customary crowds of civilians visiting 
their homes for family reunions, but 
almost the usual number of trains 
were running. The cars were filled 
with soldiers and sailors taking a brief 
leave to visit their families and all 
were traveling on passes. Many thou- 
sands of volunteers from the training 
camps and a considerable contingent 
from the continent and the fleet had 
two of three days for a holiday at 
their homes, and the whole country 
seemed to swarm with uniforms. Lon- 
don particularly wae full of soldiers. 
Conspicuous among them were several 
thousand Canadians from Salisbury 
plains. Christmas in London is Sab- 
bath-like, because all the theaters are 
closed and the hotels and public 
houses keep Sunday hours. Family 
parties taking an afternoon stroll gen- 
erally had a youth in khaki or blue 
as the central object, escorted by ad- 
miring relatives. 
Dinner in the big hotels was nota-. 
ble for the presence of the military 
and an unusual feature was the pres- 
ence of men in non-commissioned uni- 
forms, even pri mingling with 


officers. 
All ranks of the troops at the front 
and in the home camps were loaded 
down with presents. Princess Mary’s 
fund for Christmas presents amounted 
to nearly $800,000, while there were 
numerous funds for tobacco, puddings 
and other luxuries raised by newspa- 
pers and societies. 
Even the German military prisoners 
and civilians in the concentration 
camps had Christmas trees and gifts 
from home and from wealthy Germans 
in England. The German Young 
Men's Christian Association and the 
English Quakers devoted care 
to the prisoners. 
Hundreds of British and Belgian 
wounded in the hospitals were the 
recipients of many attentions. Three 
thousand Belgian refugees in the 
Earl's Court exhibition bulldings were 
given Christmas dinner and at nicht 
a huge Christmas tree was presented 
to them by Lord Salisbury. Twenty- 
five hundred of them in Alexandra 
Palace had a similar celebration. 

A spetial committee formed to 
watch conditio, ot distress in Lon- 
don has reported that there is less 
pauperism and une..ployment in the 
city than on any Christmas in thirty 
years. This te due to the large enlist- 
ment in the army, many of the work- 
ere making room for the unemployed. 

Nevertheless, the general atmos- 
phere was one of sadness rather than 
that of hilarity. Economy was the 
watchword of the day. Christmas trees 
come from Germany, and mistletoe 
come from France, hence there was 
a notable scarcity of both. Christ- 
mas turkeys had slightly increased in 
prices, but fruit was cheaper than 
usual owing to the smaller conti- 
nental demand.

A CONCRETE SKYSCRAPER. 


New York has a Seventeen-story 
Building that is Claimed to be the 
Tallest of Its Kind tn World. 
[Washington Star:] Buildings of 
the skyscraper type constructed of 
stone and steel may be seen in al- 
most any town of ordinary size in this 
country, but a skyscraper built of con- 
crete—of steel reinforced concrete, at 
that—is a very unusual spectacle. 

Ten years ago the concrete buildings 
in this country were few and far be- 
tween, with nothing approaching a 
skyscraper in sight. Progress in con- 
struction of that kind proceeded un- 
der “wraps,” as it were, and altitude 
was subordinated to prudence. The 
material was new and the whole 
scheme empirical. Architects, con- 
struction engineers and builders all 
believed that by making haste slowly, 
in concrete construction, success would 
be more certain. In regard to the 
height of such buildings, restraint and 
caution were enforced, and progress 
was made siowly—a story at a time. 
Not long ago six stories of concrete 
was considered a high building. Then 
came the seven-story building, to be 
followed later by one of eight stories. 
Those who favored this sort of con- 
struction were learning all the while. 
They discovered that concrete walls, 
floors and foundations would stand 
the strain of heavy machinery and 
would answer all the tests imposed. 
As their experience increased, their 
courage rose, and the eight-story 
building yielded to one of ten and then 
one of twelve stories.

Seed Him acting as judge: while 
in this fourth and last, we have seen 
wll supremely as the Savior and 


As we have followed our lessons the 
truth has been made evident that He is 
the King of love, and therefore He is 
the Savior. In the realm where His 
1 — 1 is denied, He comes to es- 
tablish that kingship anew upon the 
foundation of His Saviorhood. In the 
lessons of the quarter, we have fol- 
lowed Him in the last stages of His 
earthly ministry, and in the initiation 
of the new enterprises of proclaiming 
His gospel in order to the establish- 
ment of His kingdom. 

The first three lessons were full of 
tenderness and of light, dealing as they 
did with those things immediately pre- 
other | ceding the awful experiences of the 

cross: 


In the first we saw Him anointed by 
love’ for His burial, which anointing 
He accepted and immortalized. 

In the second we observed Him pre- 
siding over the symbolic feasts, that of 
the old economy passing, while that of 
the new was instituted. 

In the third, with reverent awe we 
watched Him, as in the apalling lone- 
liness of Gethsemane, He finally dedi- 
cated Himself to the ultimate of di- 
vine compassion, as in the presence 
fof the coming suffering, He said, Not 
as I will, but as Thou wilt.” 

The next five lessons led us through 
the shadowsfi nay, through a darkness 
So profound that it cam never be 
fathomed 
In the fourth, we saw “Judas, the in- 
carnation of evil, as the instrument of 
Satan, be the Lord of love by a 
kiss. 
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In the fifth He was seen, the center 
of the greatest and most appalling 
travesty of justice in the history of 
humanity, and yet calm, dignified and 
strong. 

In the seventh lesson of the quarter 
we considered the heart-breaking 
story of heroic failure in the case of 
Peter. Let it never be forgotten that 
he dared to follow Him, even though 
it was afar into the place of peril. 
There his faltering strength broke 
down, and with a rush he descended to 
2 basepess of profane denial of his 


In the eighth lesson we had the 
story of ignoble faflure as we watched 
Pilate, his conscience keenly alive, yet 
at last, in order to the saving of him 
self, and the retention of a position of 
power, handing Jesus over to the 
hatred and malice of His foes. 

This brought us to the story of the 
cross itself, always awe-inspiring, and 
wonder-creating; the actual cross in 
which sin was unmasked and smitten, 
and grace was unveiled and active. 

The last three lessons led us into 
the hew light and the new glory. In 
the tenth we stood in company with 
the disciples, in the presence of the 
empty tomb, and shared with them 
in the joyful consciousness that He 
whom we had seen die in such 
ignominy and shame and suffering, 
was alive, and alive for evérmore. 

In the eleventh we listened to two of 
the commissions delivered to these 
first @fSciples, and saw how in infinite 
grace,the Savior and the King call« 
His followers into fellowship with 
Himself in the enterprises resulting 
from His death and resurrection. 

In the last, turning back to the 
ancient prophetic writings, we looked 
onward to that reign of peace, which 
will result from the work of the Lord 
Himself, and that of those whom He 
has thus admitted to the sacred fel-

QUICK WORK BY PANAMA CANAL 
SUPERINTENDENT. 


[New York World:] That the Pan- 
ama Canal was closed only a few days 
instead of weeks by the latest slide 
was due to real daring on the part 
of the dredging men. 

The section of the canal from the 
Gatun Locks to the Pedro Miguel 
Locks is the high part. Every time 
either of these locks is opened water 
from this high part of the canal 
flows down into the lower sections. 
When this new slide began to move 
into the channel the big dredges, tug 
boats and most of the scows were at 
or near Paraiso. Had the slide 
formed a complete barrier across the 
canal, as the Cucaracha slide did on 
more than one occasion, these dredges 
would have been caught between the 
slide and the Pedro Miguel Locks. 
They could have begun digging at the 

slide, but there would have been no

taken up unless they went through 
the Pedro Miguel Lock into the Mira- 
flores Lake. Every time the Pedro 
Miguel Lock was opened so much of 


locks would be lost, so that after 
three or four lockages the dredges 
would be practicaliy stranded on the 
bottom of the empty ditch and the 
scows could not be floated. 

Therefore the problem was to 
this dredging fleet on the other 
of the slide before the canal should be 
closed, so that the scows could dump 
into the big Gatun Lake.

“We can move faster than that,” 
Mactarland told his men. “Go ahead!“

“Another custom which we found 
in Esmeraldas, and which, so far as 
we are aware, is not present in any 
other part of South America, is the 
decoration of the teeth by the in- 
sertion of inlays in small perfora- 
tions cut In the enamel of the upper 
“incisors. This custom of decorating 
the teeth was quite common in va- 
rious parts of Mexico, where different 
Mayan 
the 
object most often used for the Inlay 
was jadelite. In Mexico, for example 
found hematite 
in Vera Cruz, turquoise’ has 
heen found, and in other parts teeth 
with settings of rock crystal, obsidian 
and a red cement have been found. 
We have never heard of this custom 
in Colombia, or Peru, but in Esmer- 
aldas, in Atacames skulls have been 
found with tiny disks of gold set into 
the teeth in the same manner as in

CONVINCING TESTIMONY. 


Briefly but convincingly the history 
of Imperial Valley was told to Con- 
gressmen who learned for the first 
time how rich an empire has been 
built up in the southwestern desert. 
It was shown that from the once for- 
bidding sands more than $15,000,000 
annually is being produced, that val- 
uable staple crops can be raised there 
better than anywhere else on earth. 

The California delegates explained 
how a value of more than $60,000,000 
been created in a few years and 
gave figures to prove that the develop- 
ment of Imperial Valley has hardly yet 
begun and that its future greatness as 
an agricultural empire will make it 
one of the greatest producing assets in 
the country. 

They described the value of water 
and the manner of its delivery from 
the Colorado River. The treacherous 
nature of the river and the danger of 
flood waters diverting its course were 
gone into fully. Chairman Fitzgerald 
took the position that the time to meet 
a calamity is when the calamity comes. 

To this the committee replied that 
the calamity potentially has come. 
The snow is in the mountains, they 
said, and must melt. The flood sea- 
son of the Colorado must come in 
May or June. While it is by no 
means certain that there will be 
trouble the character of the levees at 
Volcano Lake constitutes a menace 
that might have disastrous results 
both to the governments Laguna 
dam and to the Imperial Valley i- 
gation system. It was pointed ot 
that aside from the Imperial Valle 
needs the government has a dire 
and vital interest in controlling the 
Colorado River for under the Laguna 
dam are 120,000 acres of land now 
settled and 250,000 acres more to be 
ultimately included in the projects, 

ENCOURAGING VERDICT. 

Imperial Valley’s needs and the 
Colorado River conditions were fully 
described at the hearing. At the 
close Chairman Fitzgerald told the 
delegation that if the Secretary of 
the Interior would render a report to 
them representing the situation to be 
as urgent as described by the visit- 
ing delegates the letter would be fa- 
vorably considered. Secretary Lane 
at once proceeded to make such a re- 
port. 


So the committee, with strong rea- 
sons for believing its mission was suc- 
ceasful, has returned home, confident 
that whatever danger may have 
threatened the water stem next 
summer has been averted. 

The work to be effective should be 
completed before the high waters 
next summer. To strengthen and 
raise the levees, construct a weir and 
do some repair work at the intake 
would take about two months, so if 
the appropriation is made as expected 
Imperial Valley, through its water 
system, is more safely entrenched 
than ever before in its history. 

“We believe we have succeeded,” 
said Mr. Booth last night. “In any 
event the committee has done its 
best and has left nothing undone that 
it appeared wise to do. With the ex- 
pected appropriation from the gov- 
ernment, Imperial Vality need have 
no fear concerning its water supply 
for at least two years. Even if the 
appropriation should be hung up or 
delayed we shall find some way to 
cope with the situation, but proba- 
bly not so completely as could be 
done with the aid of Congress. 


“The proposed control work by the 
government is a big thing for the 
valley. It will stabilize values, give 


greater confidence to farmers and re- 
sult in greater development of agri- 
cultural resources. It will make the 
water supply certain and remove all 
ordinary danger for at least two 
years. At the expiration of that time 
the government may be ready to un- 
fertake a bigger project that will 
permanently solve the water problems 
of the lands under the Colorado. Two 
years from now the valley will be 
much richer and stronger than it is 
now and, failing further government 
aid, will be in 1 to handle 
the situation itself. 

“Imperial Valley has hardly started 
yet. It will continue to grow and de-

We have 
a trained army of some 90,000 men: we 
have some 112,000 militiamen who are 
scarcely to be classed as trained soldiers— 
they are brave enough, willing enough to 
die and all that; but it is as much training | 
as heroism that makes efficient soldiers.

They 
reason among themselves after this man- 
ner: “We have been making trouble for 
the United States more or less continuously 
for the past ten years, and she has never 
done anything to us yet. We don't believe 
that she can. The United States seems to 
be a big blut.“ 

We have done very little from a military 
standpoint to the Filipinos since Aguinaldo 
was captured: we have encouraged Amer- 
jean industries to go to the island and in 
vest capital and start developments; but 
we have made no adequate preparations to 
protect our citizens. Only recently, owing 
to our scarcity of soldiers, it was deemed 
necessary to withdraw practically all of the 
marines and many of the soldiers from the 
islands. The Filipinos attributed their with- 
drawal to a military weakness on the part 
of this government. 


Now we may not care what the Filipinos 
think, but we care what they do. And the 
only way to make them do certain things— 
among which is keeping the peace—is to 
make them think that we can and will mete 
out summary. punishment for any rebel- 
lion—and that we are prepared to do it. 

As Col. Heistand points out, we haven't 
enough trained solders to protect the city

non raw recruit volunteers would be a piti- 
ful spectacle against almost any) invading 
foree. Volunteers can't be taught to shoot 
over night, nor in a month's time. They 
may be taught to point the gun and pull a 
trigger, but that is about all. 

Now it is a known fact that if a man 
learns to be a good shot in his youth he 
remains a fair shot all of his life. And if 
a man learns the military routine—takinpg 
care of himself in camp, standing watches, 
protecting his feet when hiking, and the 
thousand and one little things that make 
the efficient soldier and which are not to be 
learned from bocks— then he is a prepared 
man all the remainder of his life. The 
training has been good for him physically, 
too. It hag been a wholesome thing for the 
individual and for the nation. 

And we could become a prepared nation 
almost without inconvenience. It does not 
occur to us as necessary that our young 
men should be conscripted into service and 
compelled to serve a given number of years, 
thus interfering with their businesg and 


plans. But they could be trained as they 
are being educated. We do not want 4 very 
great standing army, though one larger than 
that which we have would be advisable. 
But we certainly do want every man and 
boy of the country capable of defending 
his fatherland if the occasion arises. Un- 
applied patriotism is not worth the breath 
it takes to express it; the loyalty and health 
of a nation is reflected in its army, and it is 
as foolish for a nation or for an individual 
to be unprepared in health as it isto be a 
bully.

Turkey's role in the war seems 
highly diplomatic. Even now there is a lit- 
tle doubt as to which side she is on, where 
exactly she stands. For weeks she was 
facing both ways and now that she is de- | 
clared to be definitely on the side of Ger- 
many, she is showing a peculiar and inter- 
esting hesitation. 

True, yesterday’s cables said 
about a Turkish army about to march on 
the Suez Canal, but then again, we under 
| stand this army had marched on the Suez 
Canal several weeks ago. 

The history of her recent diplomacy, as 
far as it has been published, ig very com- 
plicated. In the beginning events were ob- 
scured by a mysterious sum of $50,000,000, 
which is was understood Germany was to 
loan Turkey but of which Germany was ot- 
ficially unaware. This little money ques- 
tion began to be mentioned somewhere 
about the end of October. 

Early in November Yusef Bey, Turkey's 
Ambassador at Berlin, made a ringing 
speech in which he said that “the great 
hour has arrived for settling Islam's ac- 
count with its oppressors,” that “Germany 
was fighting against a world of envy,” and 
that “Turkey was about to take up a glo- 
rious position.” 

But in spite of this, that $50,000,000 con- 
tinued to float in thin air and nothing much 
happened. Three davs later there was a 
Auster in the Black Sea, when one of two 
things occurred, according to the witnesses 
for or against, Either Turkish ships bom- 
barded certain Russian ports, according to 
the allies, or an unfortunate little misun- 
derstanding resulted in an accident accord- 
ing to Turkish explanations. 

Then something seemed to hap to a 
little desert town called Akaba on the Red 
Sea. The English said Turkey did it and

The Dominion of Canada is one of the 
busiest countries in all the world. Its gov- 
vernment is active in providing the Domin- 


_fon’s share of men and money, food and 
clothing for the allies in Burope and in 


financing public works without the aid of 
European capital. Economic conditions have 
swollen the number of the unemp! ved not 
only in the cities and towns, but . the 
urban and suburban districts, and me 
ernment is undertaking to find work for 
these.

The endurance and ability of the English- 
women has been proven time and again.

The Kansas Farmers Will Clean Up Old 

Accounts and Put Themselves on a Bet- 

ter Financial Footin 

{Washington Post: “Almest everyone 
who meets a Kansan in the East wants to 
know what the farmers are going to do 
with the $100,000,000 or more that they will 
receive for their wheat crop this year,” said 
H. A. Selden of Topeka at the Raleigh. 
“They will find plenty of ways to spend it. 
In the first place, the farmers will out 
more than $25,000,000 in taking up notes at 
the banks. Most farmers have had to bor- 
row money for harvest expenses, and it is 
estimated that it will cost $15,000,000 for 
this item alone. A conservative estimate 
will place the amount of other notes due 
by the farmers at $10,000,000. The farmers 
have stretched their credit to the limit in 
most instances. 

“Then they will have to pay out another 
$25,000,000 to square accounts with their 
local merchan This money will not re 
main in the of the merchants, but 
in turn will be paid out to the wholesalers, 
who will transfer it to the manufacturers, 
to be paid later to the bankers. All this 
exchange will relieve the situation. | 

“Perhaps another $25,000 will be used in 
lifting .mortgages due and undue, for the 
farmers, when they get money, like to pay 
their obligations. Ten million dollars will 
be expended in the purchase of automo 
biles.

FOR PETROLEUM. 


TWO COMPANIES ARE TO UNITE 
IN DRILLING FIRST IM- 
PERIAL WELL. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE | 
HOLTVILLE, Dec. 24.—Oil possi- 
bilities of Imperial Valley are to be de- 
termined soon by the sinking of a 


test well in the Dry Lake mining dis- 
trict on the desert, twenty miles east 
of here. Two of the four companies 
organized to develop are co-operating 
to put down the first well and a stand- 
ard drill for the work is now on the 
way here from Los Angeles. 

The field lies in townships 14, 15 
and 16 and 16 south, ranges 18 and 
19 east, S.B.M., at an elevation of 
132 feet. Forty-four thousand acres 
havd been surveyed for location and 
according to officers of the companies, 
28,000 acres have been located upon. 

Ot the four companies, the Black 
Gold Mining Company controls the 
largest number of claims. Charlies O. 
Worley, a San Diego capitalist, is 


Land Development 
Company and the Imperial Valley Oil 
Development Company are also con- 
trolled by San Diego interests, the 
president of the latter being F. F. 
Grant, an attorney of that city. The 
fourth, the Marguerita Company, is 
composed of Minneapolis men. 

The Black Gold company now has 
a camp upon its property. In digging 
a water well, residue pero: shale 
was found at depths of sixty-eight, 
seventy, seventy-two and seventy-four 
feet, according to the company’s offi- 
cers.

State of Readiness. 


WITZERLAND’S 
EFFICIENT ARMY. 


ONLY FORTY-EIGHT HOURS FOR 
MOBILIZATION. 


{Pittaburgh Dispatch:] On August 
3, just forty-eight hours after the 
Swiss Federal Council had issued or- 
ders for the mobilization of the en- 
tire army, 300,000 men stood at their 
appointed posts, ready to defend the 
sacred neutrality of their country. The 
accomplishment of this feat won even 
the admiration of the much-engaged 
belligerent nations, for it furnished 
eloquent proof of Swiss military disci- 
Pline and efficiency. Had the Swiss 
mobilization been carried out -with 
less promptitude, it is very doubtful 
whether the territory of the little Al- 
pine republic would not have been in- 
vaded right at the beginning of Ger- 

man-French hostilities. 

It is interesting to note that in Bu- 
rope Switzerland, with a population of 
3,800,000, maintains the largest armed 
force proportionately. France comes 

nd, Germany and Sweden third. 
The other countries maintain from one 
soldier to every 110 inhabitantse—in 
the case of Russia, one soldier to 
every 170 inhabitants—in the case of 
Great Britain. 

The per capita cost of the Swiss 
army in 1910 was $2.26; of the Brit- 
ish army, $4; of the French army, 
$3.25, and of the German army, $2.10. 
The per capita expenditure of the 
United States is about $1—and accord- 
ing to the statistics of 1912, this coun- 
try possesses an army of 176,016, in- 
cluding all non-combatants troops 
and the coast artillery. The reason 
why the cost of the Swiss army is 
comparatively small is entirely due to 
a rational military system; a system 
which is both economical and demo- 
cratic in the truest sense of the word. 

The army of the Swiss Cenfedera- 
tion is a citizen army. Every Swiss 
citizen is liable to military service 
from his 20th to his 48th year. The 
Federal forces consist of three di- 
visions, 1. ., the so-called “Auszug,” 
the Landwehr and the “Landsturm.” 
To the Auszug or Elite belong the 
young men up to the age of 32; the 
Landwehr or first reserve, comprise 
the sold from 33 to 40 years of 
age, and%in the Landsturm or second 
reserve are incorporated the men from 
41 to 48 years of age. 

No wis citizen is excused from 
military duty unless he b physically 
unfit or under the stipulated height 
of ött. 1%in. Citizens who are liable 
to do military service, and who are 
prevented from fulfilling their duty 
on account of their residence in a 
foreign country are obliged to pay a 
regular military tax. This tax amounts 
to 6 francs per man, with the addi- 
tion of francs 1.80 (30, cents) for every 
1000 francs of private fortune he may 


possess. 

The rich and poor have to serve 
side by side, and there is no choice in 
the service except that each man is 
at liberty to decide whether he would 
like to belong to the infantry or cav- 
alry, as the cavalry soldier has gen- 
erally to provide his own horse. 

Military instruction is imparted at 
the expense of the Swiss Confedera- 
special instruction corps aid- 
ed by the officers of the higher and 
lower rank. The year’s recrulita are 
immediately sent to one of the schools 
for recruits established in different 
cities throughout the country. Those 
intended for the infantry receive a 
preliminary training lasting sixty-five 
days; cavalrymen have to remain for 
ninety days; field and mountain artil- 
lerymen, seventy-five days: engineers, 
seventy-five days; transport men, for- 
ty-two days, and ambulance men, six- 
ty days. 

Since the year 1907. when a new 
military organisation took place in 
the Swiss army, both the cavairy and 
all the forces of the Auszug, have to 
attend a yearly repetition course last- 
ing eleven days. Formerly the cavalry 
only had these yearly exercises and 
the other services attended a repeti- 
tion course every other year. The 
Landwehr forces also have their repe- 
tition courses, but in their case they 
only take place every four years. 

Special courses and training are, of 
course, requisitioned in the case of 
soldiers who are desirous of advanc- 
ing to a higher grade. There is a 
central military college at Thun for 
the instruction of officers. Infantry 
instructors receive their training in a 
school of that description at Basel 
and there are, furthermore, courses 
for shooting (especially for 5 
also for ambulance work, etc. 

Every soldier is, moreover, obliged 
to do a certain amount of rifie prac- 
tice each year and a record of his 
capacity in this line is carefully kept 
for him. It is, therefore, not to be 
wondered at that all the men are 
ang to produce good resulta. There 
is hardly a village which has not its 
own “Schutzengeselischaft,” 1. e., its 
own rifle club and all these men take 
a pride in doing as much extra prac- 
tice in rifle shooting as time will per- 
mit. This is the reason why the 
Swiss marksmen show a well nigh in- 
fallible accuracy, and this ac- 
counts for the fact that Switzerland 
retained for the fourteenth time out 
of sixteen the world championship on 
the occasion of the rifle shooting con- 
test at Camp Perry, O., in September, 
1913. 

At the beginning of August this 
year, after the Swiss army had been 
mobilized, all European military rec- 
ords for artillery to the 
greatest heights in the mountains 
were beaten by a ge aa of officers 
from Fort Savatan. he officers and 
soldiers, in full oR a with their 
maxims and “mitrailleuses” climbed 

to the summit of the Dent du Mill, 
10,695 feet high, a di It climb even 
when unincumbered e final por- 
tion of the climb when the men were 
obliged to cut footholds in the ice, 
was ly dangerous, but there 
was no accident and artillery prac- 
tice, which included attacking a 
mountain pass occupied by the enemy, 
was successfully carried out. When 
the roll call was sounded in the eve- 
ning at Champery not a single man., 
in spite of the strenuous task, was 
missing on account of fatigue. 

These Alpine maneuvers show that 
in time of war the Swiss soldiers can 
“command” the highest Alpine passes 
and the most difficult mountain with 
light artillery. |

{Fibre and Fabrice: ] The good peo- 
ple of New England have, and are, 
responding liberally to the appeal for 
help for the many thousand women 
and children left destitute by the 
ravages of war in Europe. The cause 
is worthy and we should expect noth- 
ing but a liberal response. But these 
same charitably inclined people are 
overlooking the most intense suffering 
right at home. 

Owing to the 
tariff and its upsetting infl a 
number of mills have been forced to 
the wall. Probably they were in the 
“economically unfit’ class as specified 
by the free-trade administration. One 
of the failures was that of the Quid- 
nick-Windham Company at Quid- 
nick, R. I., and in this one instance 
the suffering in Belgium has been no 
worse than in the little town of 
Coventry, where this mill is located. 

When President Wilson's theoretical 
tariff shut this mill, it so hit others 
that help was laid off rather than 


taken on, and the hundreds of hands 
that were formerly at work in the 
Quidnick-Windham Company mill 
were up against it good and hard. The 
Providence Journal tells the story in 
part as follows: 

“While about two hundred people 
are at present under t 2 of the 
poor department of t town of 
Coventry, there are many families in 
the village, who are suffering every 
privation, because they are too proud 
to apply to the overseer of the poor 
for help. 

“A Quidnick grocer says that there 
are families, who have paid him 
promptly for years on running ac- 
counts of a week or a month, who 
since the shutdown have insisted upon 
paying cash. As long as their money 
holds out they get along on a third 
of their former amount of food, buy- 
ing only the necessities, and in some 
cases, going along with scarcely more 
than bread at each meal. 

“Overseer of the Poor Warren M. 
Greene has given assistance to all 
who have made application to him. 
He allows a dollar per person for 
food, an average of $4 a week for 
each family. In addition to this al- 
lowance, it has been necessary to pro- 
vide shoes and clothing. 

“The overseer of the poor tells of 
@ number of families, who have suf-, 
fered severe privation before calling 
for help. 

“Because of their inability to pay 
promptly, several families have been 
denied medical attendance by one or 
two local physicians. One case was 
especially pitiable, a girl having a 
pronounced swelling of the throat. A 
physician, who was called, paid one 
visit, but would not call again. 0 

“One of the village business men, 
learning of the case, offered to pay 
his own family physician, 
doctor refused to take anything for 
his services and is at present attend- 
ing the girl free of charge. 

“Another physician is said to have 
assisted in a maternity case and to 
have left off treatment, notwithstand- 
Ing thet the mother has been con- 
fined to her bed for six weeks. The 
child has died. This case has now 
been taken in hand and is being at- 
tended to. 

Early this we, a man, who, with 
his wife and baby, ve been ‘living 
at the boarding house, sited the mill 
office in quest of work. It was learned 
that he had been without food for 
two days and that his seven-months- 
old child had been fed on warm water 
‘for three days. Supt. Knight gave 
the man an order for groceries and 
the baby was taken to the home of 
neighbors, where it was properly fed. 

“Another pathetic case is that of an 
aged couple, both husband and wife 
having worked in the Quidnick mill 
for the past forty years. They re- 
ceived small pay and were unable to 
save anything, and are at present be- 
ing cared for by considerate —_— 
bors. 


QUAINT PERUVIAN POITERY. 
Exhumed from the Graves of the 
Ancient Incas and Show Great Skill 
in Coloring and Firing. 

[New York World:] Prehistoric 
pottery from Peru, of quality and 
finieh superior to any other similar 
relles of Inca elvilization, has been 
acquired by the American Museum of 
Natural History by the gift of A. D. 
Juilliard. There are 412 examples 
representative of the most advanced 
art in this line yet found in Peru. The

Its pre-eminent characteristic 
in the beauty of painted 
and in the high degree of skill in 


firing, which has preserved the poly- 
chrome treatment almost undimmed 
for uneounted centuries. As in other 
Inca pottery, the decorative motives 
are drawn largely from the human 
figure, birds, fish, cats, mythological 
animal combinations and geometric 
designs. The colors used are white, 
yellow, blue and red in various 
shades, pink, brown, violet, gray and 
black, and the forms employed were 
usually of vessels used for votive off- 
erings or other sacred purposes or for 
holding water or other liquid. 

Many of the ‘vessels are molded 
something on the style that became 
the vogue in Europe and this country 
in fantastic toby mugs and other 
grotesque designs, and which found 
imitations in this country in colonial 
times—and are now highly — as 
curios—with the important difference 
that the Peruvian ware is thin and 
intended for delicate use, and its de- 
signs and colors were applied with 
artistic taste and care.

Iceland Shows the Chicagoans the 
Proper Manner to Build up Inter- 

national Trade. 

{Chicago Herald:] A straight tip 
on the best way to do business came 
from Iceland to Chicago last week. 
The process is extremely simple. It 
is to go ahead and do it. Iceland 
wanted a new market for herring. 
Correspondence first addressed to the 
Chicago Chamber of Commerce dis- 
closed the fact that there was a mar- 
ket here. Whereupon a deal was 
closed and the shipment made. Last 
week it arrived in this city—thirty- 
two cars of Iceland herring. What is 
more, it was brought to the coast in an 
Icelandic ship, said to be the first to 
touch our shores in the last twenty 


years. 

This ship will take back a return 
cargo of grain, flour and other arti- 
cles. It is safe to assume that this 
represents a large part of the purchase 
price of the herring. Which shows 
that Iceland also understands that the 
way to trade is to take what the other 
party has to sell. Here we have the 
entire problem of international busi- 
ness in a nutshell. Have something 
to sell. Find who wants to buy it. 
Take as much as you can of what he 
wants to sell, either directly or in- 
directly. And there you are! South 
American business and business from 
other foreign quarters can be gotten 
in just the way that Iceland got her 
business with this country—and in no 
other way.

At this writing, as December 
comes to an end, there have taken 
place two events in the war zones in 
Europe which may mean peace some- 
what sooner than anticipated. One is 
the reported victory of the Teuton al- 
lies over the vast Slav army Russia has 
been hurling at Berlin and Vienna 
The other is the appointment of a new 
German Minister to Rome, with the 
reported idea of inducing the King of 
Italy to become a mediator for peace. 

These expectations may be doomed 
to fail, as others have been. But 


OP | whether they fail or succeed, it is 


timely to consider what would be 
America’s best terms of peace. It 
would seem to us that our interests 
would dictate a hope that the map of 
Europe should be changed as little as 
possible. If either side in the vast con- 
flict should get the upper hand in a 
very decisive way it would destroy the 
present balance of power. That would 
be decidedly contrary to America’s in- 
terests. The real heart of the strug- 
gle lies between Germany and Eng- 
land, and it would seem to be vastly 
better for America that both of these 
nations should continue to exist in 
great vigor, each acting as a check 
upon the other. | 

| England is friendly to us at the pres- 
ent time, and so is her ally Japan, and 
the same is just as true of Germany 
and Austria. But one never can tell 
what complications may arise in inter- 
national affairs. Ii Great Britain 
should get a marked ascendency in 
European affairs, backed by her Japa- 
nese ally, she might very easily get into 
an attitude where her peaceable dispo- 
sition for us would not be so strong.

From Our Own Correspondent. 
OS ANDES (Chile.)—I am high up on 
the Chilean side of the Andes, ready 
to cross over the mountains from the 

Pacific to the Atlantic slope of the con- 

tinent. My next letters will be from Ar- 

gentina, and will describe the greatest 
bread-and-meat lands of the future. I am 
now on the roof of the continent right in 
the shadow of Mt. Aconcagua and within 
plain sight of the highest peak on our hem- 
isphere. To the north of me this mighty 
range extends as far as the distance from 

Boston to San Francisco. It rises and falls 

in a mighty wall whose average height is 

more than two and one-half miles and 
whose width is greaer in many places 
than the distance between Philadelphia and 

Boston. 


States, and at the far north there are three 
ranges, from one of which branches off 
the spur whick drops down into the 
Culebra Cut at the Isthmus of Panama. 

The Andes run southward from here to 
the Strait of Magelma, and, jumping that 
strait, are found again in the mountains of 


this and in other trips I have made to 


never set foot on Cape Horn, but I have 
seen the mountains of Tierra del Fuego, 
and in a coasting steamer have wound my 
way in and out among the glacial peaks of 
‘atagonia and through the Strait of Magel- 
lan at the southern end of the continent. 
The Strait of Magellan is merely pass 
through the mountains. Cape Pilar, which 
marks its weatern end, terminates ‘n two 
massive rocks 1500 feet high, and the reat 
archipelago of Tierra del Fuego consists of 
mighty mountains, which are wore than 
half under the sea. I know of no finer scen- 
ery than that of the islands which border 
the western coast of Southern Patagonia. 
It is like riding in a ship amid the ssowy 
peaks of the highest mountains. I wound 
my way through in a small vessel, going 
through passes so dangerous that we dared 
not travel pt night. The distance was 
300 or 400 miles, and we coasted slowly 
along through these mighty flords walled 
on the lower slopes with stunted pine for- 
ests and crowned ‘with glaciers which here 
and there plowed their way through the 
green and came down to the water. Dar- 
win compared the glaciers of Mt. Sarmiento 


The waters of Western Patagonia made me 
think of a hundred Lake Comos, Lake 
Genevas and Lake Lucernes tied together 
in an ever-—winding, ever<changing river. 
The mountains abi ve compared with the 
Alps. Here a giant rock, cathedral-shaped, 
covered with moss, rose straight upward 
for a thousand feet, and further on moun- 
tains with their heads lost in the clouds 
dropped almost precipitously into the sea.

For example, the intoxicating drink both 
races indulge in—the hereditary whisky 
habit, be it observed, of both Scots and 
Irish—is known as “kava” in Honolulu and 
as “ava” in Tahiti. “Mateva” was therefore 
originally Makteva,“ and here we have

HELPS IN QUALITY. 


HAT the production of a prime qual- 
ity of hen fruit is largely the result 
of wholesome feeding, conditions and 
environment answering to the requirements 
of good sanitation and cleanliness has long 
been recognized by experienced poultry 
breeders. The third element in the trium- 
virate that stands for success is, of 
course, good stock answering to standard 
requirements. In verification of this, the 
writer was much interested in the follow- 
ing incident related to him by so good an 
authority as L. C. Byce, the Nestor of the 
poultry industry of Petaluma: 
J never tasted finer eggs,” said Mr. 
_Byce, “than during my attendance at a late 
Santa Cruz poultry show. Indeed, so pro- 
nounced was the flavor and eating quality 
that I determined to know more about them, 
and from whose yards they were secured.

Railroad Constipation. 


EW people seem to realize that 
road journeys, even th lasting 
three or four hours, are constipating 

most persons. The constipating effect 


these contractions are necessary for the 
movement of the intestinal contents, any- 
thing that inhibits them produces a condi- 
tion of stasis and constipation. 

This condition may last a day or two; but 
it usually corrects itself on long journeys, 
such as trips from coast to coast, because 
on these journeys the system has an oppor- 


ring. Before this adjustment has taken 
place, however, the traveler is likely to 
suffer from headache and other discom- 
forts attendant upon constipation, either 
during the journey itself, or immediately 
after. Children are affected as well as 
adults. 

It ig a wise precaution, therefore, to take 
some form of laxative before starting on a 
railroad journey of any considerable length. 
Any one of the half-dozen vegetable laxa- 
tives will do, preferably the one found by 
experience to be most satisfactory. But 
failing in this, a Seidlitz powder taken dur- 
ing the journey or immediately after, is usu- 
ally effective. These simple measures will 
prevent the familiar “car headache” in 
most instances. |

pation when not king their customary 
runs. 


Drink Water—Plenty of It. 


Most persons, particularly those whose 
occupations do not necessitate vigorous 
bodily exercise, drink too little water. 

It is generally known, of course, that 
persons who are rheumatic, or subject to 
neuralgia, or constipation, are benefited by 
copious water-drinking. But there are 
many other persons with symptoms much 
less pronounced, who world be benefited by 
# similar routing. 

This is readily understood when we con- 
sider that every portion of our bodies is 
composed of cells——billions of them in each 
cubic inch—and that each cell must be 
bathed constantly in fluids in order to live. 
The basis of all these fluids is water. And 
this water must be changed and replen- 
ished often if the cells are to be kept in a 
healthy condition. 


When persons take vigorous exercise the 


cells of their bodies use up the surround- 
ing fluids rapidly and demand a fresh sup- 
ply. The demand is expressed in the sen- 
sation of thirst. And thus the individual

bodily ills and discomforts. 


But these are merely the direct effects 
of their machinations. Meanwhile, they 
are actively engaged in producing all man- 
ner of other diseases covering a whole co 
terie of ailments from sore muscles to sciat- 
fea and tic douloureux. 


A member of the New York Neurologi- 
cal Institute recently reported a series of 
cases of nervous disorders which recovered 
promptly when diseased teeth were either 
extracted or properly treated. For example, 
one patient complained of pins and needles” 
sensation in hands and ‘eet, pain and ten- 
derness in the muscles cf the legs, points 
that were painful to the touch all along the 
spine, and mental irritation bordering 
closely on actual insanity. Her teeth were 
in bad condition.

Testing Drugs on Plants. 


An English scientist has concluded a se- 
ries of drug tests on plants which demon- 
strate that the motile organs of certain 
plants are affected by medicines and elec- 
tricity in much the same manner as nimal 
tissues. “The rhythmic pulsations see: in 
the motile organ of the desmodium were 
physiologically in every way closely analo- 
gous to those observed in the hearts of ani- 
mals,“ says the official report of the 
ments. “Chemical agents such as 
dioxide, chloroform, etc., which are 
sants to man, were found also to be 
sants to plants. Acids and alkalies pro- 
duced similar effects on the contraction of 
the animal heart and the contractile organ 
of the desmodium. The importance of dose, 


depressant drugs were found to be stimu- 
lant when given in very small amounts to 
plants, just as is the case with animals.” 


Moreover, it was found that the plant, like 
the animal, mes fatigued by the action 
of a drug a a certain time, and can be 
killed by overdosage. 


The practical use of this discovery is ob- 
vious, if new drugs, or suspected poisons 
may be tested on plants, as the discoverer 
asserts they may. It also offers further evi- 
dence of the close relationship between man 
and the lower orders of life. |

And there 
should be no delay in seeking this expert 
opinion; for each day of delay in beginning 
treatment increases the chances of perma- 
nent eye injury. 

Absolute cleanliness is the best safeguard 
against the disease; and this involves such 
precautions as never rubbing the eye with 
the finger, or drying the face with a towel 


Ordinarily a teaspoonful: taken at meal- 
time suffices, but the exact amount should 
be determined by experiment, as there is 
no danger of overdosage. It may be mixed 
with sauces, dishes of stewed fruit, or ce- 
reals, or taken in its natural form. 


Locating Bullets with Electricity. 


In our Civil War the presence and loca- 
tion of a bullet in a wound had to be deter- 
mined by probing. But in the present war 
this ancient method has been replaced by 
the X-ray.

The plan, which *mbraces a close 
study of the habits of the insect, Is one 
which requires the assistance of every 
person in the Eastern and Central States. 
The entomologists are catching the moths, 
coloring one wing of each and then Über- 
ating them in order to determine in what 
direction they migrate, and how quickly 
and how far they spread. Agents at Ports- 
mouth, Va., are staining one wing of each 


specimen red; those at Charlottesville, Va.,

Landscape Gardening 

HOW A KNOWLEDGE OF IT IS TO 
| BE ACQUIRED. 

HE EDITOR of this department is oft- 

en in receipt of letters from young 

men who are looking for an opportu- 

nity to study practical landscape gardening, 

more especially the drawing of landscape 

and garden plans. Some of these are un- 


graduates of colleges, having taken various 
courses in horticulture, etc. The editor of 
the Florist’s Exchange, a leading trade pa- 
per published in New York, has had similar 
experiences, so wrote to two of the largest 
correspondence schools in the country. The 
first replied that they had no specific course 
on landscape gardening but had courses in 
surveying, perspective drawing, etc., “which 
should be of considerable assistance to one | 
who expects to lay out an estate.” The sec- 
ond reply reads thus: 5 

“Our course in landscape gardening is in- 
tended to give the planters of home grounds 
some knowledge of the elementary princti- 
ples of landscape gardening. It was consid- 
ered by those who started the course that it 
vas impracticable to give any work in draw- | 
ing. We aim therefore to teach the prince 
ples of arrangement by means of text-book 
and observation. For some time there has 


been a demand on the part of some of the 


students who have taken this course, as well 


as from others, for a more extended course, 


 ineluding work in landscape design. The 


latter would be rather difficult to teach by 
correspondence and would also be rather ex- 


pensive for the mailing of the plans to and 


from the students, and also for the correc- 
tion of plans. I have been in doubt as to 
ghether a sufficient number of students 
could be found to take the course so as to 
make it pay, and we have not, as yet, under- 
taken it. 

“It seems to me that your correspondent 
had better take good courses In mechanical 
drawing and architectural’ design prepara- 
tory to entering a landscape architect's of- 
fice, where he could probably obtain the in- 
struction in landscape design. The other 
alternative would be to enter some one of 
the landscape gardening schools and take a 
regular course. If he is young, the latter 


“ s9urse would certainly be the better one for 


him to follow.” : 

Neither the science nor the art of land- 
ecape planning can be taught by correspond- 
ence courses, nor can_a student approach 
the practical part of ing landscapes 
except through working with some one who 
makes his living in this profession. 

The only institution on the Pacific Coast 
‘<nown to the writer as offering a landscape 
course is the State University of Berkeley. 
Here the department corps is headed by 
Prof. J. W. Gregg, who comes to California 
from a similar position at the University of 
Pennsylvania. A letter sent to Prof. Gregg 
some time ago elicited the information that 
only elementary work has so far been taken 
up, inasmuch as the department was insti- 
tuted but two years ago. Doubtless it is the 
intention later to give a full four years’ 
course. But even so, that does not answer 
the questions asked: “Where may I obtain 
practical experience in drawing landscape 
designs that are actually carried out?“ 
“Where may I get a chance to help lay out 
gardens, both large and small, where plans 
and specifications have been prepared for 
zame These questions come from college 
graduates, as a rule, who wish to arrive at 
the point where they may earn a living and 
the universities unfortunately stop short of 
this in landscape courses. The only solution 
we see is to have on every faculty either a 
department head or an instructor, at least 
one who, in addition to college work in the 
classroom, practices his profession in the 
world at large and has demonstrated his abil- 
ity to make a living thereby. Student classes 
may then be taken to the grounds for an

A Desert Giant. 


EAR the northern boundaries of Los An- 

geles county, not many miles from the 
town of Lancaster, stand some giant speci- 
mens of yucca arborescens, more popularly 
known as tree yuccas, or the “Joshua Tree.” 
In this locality are immense groves of these 
huge plants, almost of an extent to warrant 
the name of forests. The one we illustrate 
on this page is believed to be the monarch 


of twenty-three feet at one foot above the 
level of the plain. This plant surpasses, in 
both height and girth, any specimen of the 
giant cactus of Arizona (cereus giganteus) 
yet discovered. A good idea of the great size 
of our subject may be obtained by observ- 
ing the comparatively insignificant height of 
the human figures standing near the huge 
trunk. Ralph D. Peck, who “snapped” this 
tree, states it is the largest he saw in four 
years’ residence in that district. 


Sow Wild Gardens NOW. 


OW THAT copious rains have come and

HOLIDAY GOODIES. 
Roasting the Turkey. 


(Minneapolis Journal:] Put breast down 
in roasting pan, the bottom of which is cov- 
ered with very thin slices of salt pork fat. 
Sprinkle it with salt and dredge with flovr. 
Place in a hot oven, after fifteen minutes, 
pour one cupful water in roasting pan and 
baste by covering bird with fat and water in 
pan every fifteen minutes, for the first hour. 
Turn bird breast up in pan. Cover the 
breast with turkey fat or with thin slices of 
salt pork fat or butter. Sprinkle breast 
with flour and salt and roast three hours or 
more. 

Skim off fat in roasting pan—to each two 
tablespoonfuls fat add three tablespoonfuls 
flour, brown the two and add the drippings 
and enough hot water and cream (half and 
half) to make it of the right thickness.

BATH-ROOM DECORATIONS.

To Correct Stooping Tendency. 


{Maude Kent, M. D., in Modern Priscilla: ]

CARE OF FURNITURE. 
Effective Polish. 


[Cleveland Plain Dealer:] Mix equal pro- 
portions of linseed oil, turpentine, vinegar 
and spirits of wine; shake the mixture weil 
and rub on the furniture with a piece of soft 
cloth and polish with.a clean duster. Vin- 
egar or oil rubbed in with a flannel and the 
furniture rubbed with a clean duster, pro- 
duce a very good polish. 

Stove luster, when mixed with turpentine 
and applied in the usval manner is blacker 
and more glossy and more durable than 
when mixed with any other liquid. Turpen- 
tine prevents rust, and when put on an old, 
rusty stove will make it look as well as new" 


Beeswax for Cracks. 


Cracks in furniture shovld be filled in 
with beeswax. Soften the beeswax until it 
becomes like putty, then press it firmly 
into the cracks and smooth the surface over 
with a thin knife. Sand paper the surround- 
ing wood, and work some of the dust into 
the beeswax. This gives a finish to the 
wood, and when it is varnished the cracks 
will have disappeared. Putty used in the. 
same way soon dries and falls out.

So I was not surprised when next morn- 
ing a group of Teva youths, at the prompt-

—may I hear thy sweet melodious greeting 
yet again! But meanwhile I must away on 
my ethnological researches. It was the 
Tahitians who, 500 years ago, accomplished 


quaintance and. journeyed through their 
wonderful land of volcanoes and geysers, 
deep-fissured fjords and eternally snow- 
capped mountains, forests primeval, cas- 
cading rivers, island bejeweled lakes and 


own satisfaction, to mine, and to that of the 
whole scientific world. 


Again, as in Tahiti, 1 found the ancient | 


clan system of Scotland well preserved, with 
hereditary chiefs and communal property in 
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warriors in the old days but showing them- 
selves capable now of absorbing all the bene- 
fits of the highest civilization. For we find 
Maori doctors, Maori lawyers, Maori mem- 
bers of Parliament, Maori orators who are 
veritable spell-binders, and Maori farmers 
who run their own automobiles, have tele 
phones installed in their homes, and shear 
their sheep by electric-driven machinery. In 
point of fact the Celtic-Tahitian stock, which 
in the languorous atmosphere of tropical 
Polynesia shows a tendency to effeminacy, 
has here regained its pristine vigor and 
virility, the rigors of the New Zealand win- 
ter, the rain-laden ocean winds, the Scotch 
mists that so frequently envelop both hill 
and dale, all reproducing the conditions of 
the faraway northern clime where the 
ancient Maori race was cradled. 


I had spent several weeks among the 


their languages and folklore, and in return 
industriously imparting to them my theory 
as to their Celtic origin. The white settlers 
of New Zealand are largely Scottish, and 
the Maoris received with quick perception 
my scientific demonstration of the fact that 
the two races, whites and aboriginals, living 
today in relations of mutual esteem and fra- 
ternal affection, are not merely brother own- 
ers of the soil, brother builders of a proud 
colonial dominion, brothers in their devoted 
loyalty to a common Empire, but brothers in 
a still fuller meaning of the word—biood 
brothers by right of a common ancestry. 
Celts one and all despite the disparity in the 
color of their skins. And when tlie full sig- 
nificance of my profound ethnological dis- 
covery came to be realized there was great 
rejoicing in Maoriland. An old-time native 
feast was organized at the village of Ohini- 
mutu on the shore of beauteous Lake Roto- 
rua, and to do full honor to the occasion the 
Maoris, old and young, donned their ancient 
garb of flax kilts and feather plaids. And 
after full justice had been done to haggis, 
oatcakes, and other appropriate delicacies, a 
Maori Celtic club was formed at which I had 
the proud honor of delivering the inaugural 
address. One of the pictures that illustrate 
this article records the historic scene—an 
official interpreter seated in the midst of my 
Maori audience so that not a word of the 
proceedings might be lost by the older na- 
tives, some of whom, like many Gaelic- 
speaking Scots and Irish in the ancestral 
homelands, had not yet condescended to an 
acquaintance with the English tongue. 

But the best of friends must part. It was 
my last day among the Maoris, and I was 
taking my last stroll along the lake front at 
Ohinimutu, enjoying the bright sunshine and 
the tang of frost in the keen morning air. I

Tara and Tarawera! This was no random 
coincidence. “Tara,” Ireland’s sacred hill, 
and “wera,” which in the Maori language I 
knew meant “burned to ashes.” With my 
returning heart bumps there came the proud 
glow of victory. Yet another connecting link 
between Celtic and Polynesian nomencia- 
ture! After all, that surplus ninepence had 
not been spent in vain! 

And I waved after Jimmy a last, a grate- 
ful, almost a fond Kiora. 

My line of investigations next pointed to 
the aboriginals of Australia. During previous 
travels, in several different parts of the 
island continent I had encountered wander- 
ing groups of natives. I already knew them 
to be a doomed and dying race. But even a 
degenerate Scot or Irishman comes within 
the purview of scientific research.
